Machine Gun Nest 
Hidden in Cemetery 


Germans Dug Out for Position Be- 
neath Concrete Pedestal of 
Cross 


In a cemetery near Limey, just 
within the German lines, previous to 
the attack of September 10, Ameri- 
can troops have discovered German 
machine gun itests beneath the con- 
crete pedestal of a large cross. 

The Germans had dug in along the 
centre of the foundation and con- 
structed machine guh positions at 
three places facing toward the 
French lines, The cemetery is on a 
hill, commanding a view of the 
country jo the soyth, and the Ger- 
mans assumed that if an = attack 
were made the cemetery would not 
be subjected to artillery fire. 

When the Franco-American offen- 
sive started the Germans held — the 
machine gun nests in the cemetery 
as long as possible, but were com- 
pelled to retreat in haste before they 
could use the guns. -So hurried was 
the enemy retirement that seycral 
machine guns were found in the cem- 
etery by the allics, The cemetery 
was not hit by shells and the cross 
still stands. .

Twenty-nine Years Old 


Is Most Important Wireless Station 
in Europe 


The Eiffel Tower is just 29 years 
old, having been crected for the 
Paris Exhibition of 1889. Although 
it was. denounced as ugly, for the 
same reason as a skeleton, because 
it is unusual, its rigid lines are really 
graceful, It has outlived its popular- 
ity as a pleasure resort, although it 
offers a wonderful panorama of Paris 
but it serves a far more important in- 
ternational service as perhaps’ the 
most itmportant wireless station in 
Europe, for it is in direct communi- 
cation with Canada, 2,500 miles off. 
Its mass of 8,000 tons of iron is 984 
feet high, or, if its lightning protec- 
tion be added, just. over 1,000 feet, 
which is five times the height of the 
monument on Fish Street Hill.

The popular mind has invested 
wireless telegraphy with a magic 
and a mystery that facts scarcely 


warrant. | The main principles are 


really very simple and are exempli- 
\fied in the most everyday occurren- 


ces. 

Take, for example, the human 
voice, When a person. speaks he 
causes his vocal chords to vibrate, 


These vibrations of the vocal chords 
set up vibrations of the air, called 
sound waves. ‘These sound waves 
impinge on the sensitive drum of the 
hearer’s ear and cause it to vibrate 
in sympathy. The brain translates 
these vibrations of the ear-drum in- 
to their corresponding ideas, 

Something very similar happens in 
wireless telegraphy. Corresponding 
to the speaker is the wircless send- 
ing apparatus; corresponding to the 
hearer is the receiving apparatus. 
The sending apparatus emits waves 
that impinge on the receiving appar- 
atus and make it vibrate. 

But the wireless waves are electric 


| waves, not sound waves, and cannot 


be apprehended by our eye ar our 
ear or any of our senses. Conse- 
quently in the receiving apparatds 
there is a “detector” which detects 
and transforms these silent waves so 
as to make them available for our 
apprehensions, It may convert them 
into clicks in a telephone, when the 
ear can apprehend them, or into 
written characters in a tape ma- 
chine, when the eye can apprehend 
them, To make a dot the sender 
emits a short succession of waves; to 
make a dash he emits a long succes- 
sion,

A Fish Story 


Had Strange Arabic Inscriptions on 
: Tail 

Here ts a strange and wonderful 
story with a delightful flavor of the 
“Arabian. Nights” about it. It con- 
cerns a fish, and is somewhat fishy. 


This fish was recently caught at 
Zanzibar, and on its tail it had 


strange Arabic inscriptions. The fish 
was not caught in a large haul, but 
was taken by a single fisherman and 
brought ‘to the fish market. It was 
some time before a purchaser: was 
found, for its kind had so far never 
been seen, at any*rate by the folk of 
Zanzibar, Finally, its strange mark- 
ings being noticed, it was taken to 
an Arab scholar, who deciphered the 
inscription.

Crossweld occupied first place in it 
division for the first week, but gave 
place to Rocky Mountain Park (in- 
cluding ._Banff) later, but held its 
honored sévond place right through 
to the finish The Chairman of the 
committce, Mr. Thos. Amery, was 
full of enthusiasm and activity, and 
kept the organization running 
smoothly by his practical enterprise 
and friendly assistance. The can- 
vassers did their work thoroughly 
and well and with but few exceptions 
met with a cordial willing reception 
from the people. - 

A lot of hard work was done by 
the canvassers and many miles 
travelled, but their efforts brought 
results. Some districts were larger 
or better settled than others, and 
the territory was not all of equal 
wealth.
